New Equipment Installed In Labor­ 
atories for Inspection of 
Prepared Remedies. 


New equipment 
was 
being 
in ­ 
stalled in 
the 
state 
laboratories 
Wcdneadav which will be used for 
testing the protein, mineral, and 
other content* of 
prepared 
live­ 
stock food which is teeing sold in 
the state 
The installation of this equip­ 
ment is a part of a plan Initiated 
by O. V, McCracken, chief of the 
foods, drugs .and oils bureau, for 
the maintenance of more 
careful 
supervision over this business. The

No New Machinery. 
At the same* time, it is interpret­ 
ed as meaning that no new or ad­

ment of formulae
